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Seventeen  children  died  under  i year  old,  which 
is  165  per  1,000  births.  Three  of  these  died  from  defects 
at  birth,  and  3 from  premature  birth.  No  deaths  occurred 
from  diarrhoea  or  enteritis,  but  6 died  from  debility* 
Two  died  from  bronchitis.  Of  the  rest  2 died  from 
convulsion  and  one  from  measles.  Six  died  under 
one  week  old.

A noticeable  point  in  the  infectious  diseases  in  1910 
is  the  large  number  of  diphtheria  cases.  There  were 
notified  1 in  March,  1 in  April,  2 in  June,  1 in  July, 
2 in  August.  8 in  September,  6 in  October,  1 in 
November.  The  considerable  number  in  September 
and  October  I associate  with  the  almost  complete 
absence  of  rain  in  these  two  months.  There  was  nd 
relation  to  be  seen  in  incidence  to  milk  supply  or  to 
school  attendance.  I have  recommended  flushing  of 
sewers  111  exceptionally  dry  seasons  as  a likely  means 
of  preventing  such  an  epidemic  in  the  future.  Arrange- 
ments have  been  made  for  this.

In  December,  1910,  I was  delegated,  along  with 
two  members  of  the  Council,  to  attend  two  Conferences 
in  Leeds,  convened  by  the  County  Council  and  by  the 
Associated  West  Riding  District  Councils,  to  consider 
phthisis  and  its  treatment.  The  Dodworth  Urban 
District  Council  have  well  considered  the  matter,  and 
have  decided  to  send  their  early  phthisis  cases  recom- 
mended by  local  practitioners  to  private  sanatoria. 
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Cowsheds,  Dairies,  and  Milkshops  have  all  been 
kept  under  careful  supervision. 

Factories,  Workshops,  &c.,  have  been  frequently 
inspected,  and  have  been  found  satisfactory.
